Mr. Yates, in two characters, a delicate female pediar, and u fop- 
pisb exquisite, (in the latter part pronouncing the letter r as 2 in 
every sentence, ) causes great laughter. 

We have just received an American newspaper, which includes, 
in addition to the news of the day, nearly the whole of Knowles’s 
Play of Love. This is making extracts with a vengeance. 

Madame Dulcken, the celebrated pianist, has just returned from 
a professional tour through Holland, Belgium, &c., where she has 
met with a distinguished reception. 

Theatrical Fire Arms. &c.—\In Minor Theatres we frequently 
hear overloaded guns, and see things purporting to be fire arms, 
which are really too dangerous for use, but in well ordered es- 
tablishments, these ‘‘ Irish Playthings,” are under the control ,of 
an armourer, and performers are not permi(ted to load their own 
pieces, but receive them at the proper time, and inthe proper state 
from the call boy, who takes them from the propertyman. There 
are some awful instances of the effect of negligence in this depart- 
ment : Old R—, a well kaown actor, who subsequently officiated 
as prompter, was acting Perouse, at a Theatre io ireland, when 
he asked for his pistols in the last scene, he found the propertyman 
had forgotten them ; in the emergency, the call boy ran tothe 
manager's house, and took a pair from the mantel piece, without 
& moment’s time for consideration, they were used, and the actor 
representing Kanko, shot dead upon the stage. The guiltless 
causer of this catastrophe lost bis senses, and remained insane for 
many months, We turn toa less afilicting anecdote. At Edin- 
burgh, about ten years since, Mr. R. Jones, (an actor who acquired 
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great celebrity in Scotland, and engaged, we believe, for the en- 
suing Olympic season,) was playing the character of Alfred High- 
Slyer, in A Roland for an Oliver, when he attempted to kill the 
macaw, both barrels missed fire, and no other Manton being at 
hand, Murray, the manager, iostantly stepped forward, expressed 
his deep regret, said ‘* such things were unusual at his Theatre, 
but as the gun wouldn’t “ go off,” it should assuredly be dis- 
charged. A sword, with an uobated edge, should not be taken on 
the stage, the rule isthe same with regard to dirks, yataghans, &c. 
but it is not always observed. Taking a bouquet of real flowers 
upon the stage is fineable from accidents having happened by 
persons slipping over wet leaves, &c. (How often do we not see 
real bouquets in the hands'‘of popular actresses. )
